MONEY 

The  fiscal  1997  budget  continues  the  Clinton 
administration’s  Future  Years  Defense  Program. 
This  carries  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Bot¬ 
tom-up  Review  that  examined  what  forces  the  U.S. 
military  would  need  in  the  Post-Cold  War  world. 
The  president  requested  $242  billion  in  budget  au¬ 
thority  for  defense.  As  a  share  of  America’s 
gross  domestic  product,  DoD  outlays  fell 
to  3.4  percent  in  fiscal  1996,  well  below 
any  time  since  before  World  War  II. 

ORGANIZATION 

The  Department  of  Defense  is 
a  Cabinet-level  organiza¬ 
tion.  Reporting  to  it  are  the 
three  military  departments 
(Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force) 
and  16  defense  agencies. 

The  four  armed  services  are 
subordinate  to  their  military 
departments.  The  Marine  Corps  is  * 
a  second  armed  service  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Navy.  The  military  depart¬ 
ments  are  responsible  for  recruiting, 
training  and  equipping  their  forces,  but 
operational  control  of  those 
forces  is  assigned  to  one  of 
the  unified  combatant  com¬ 
mands,  which  currently  are:

•PERATIONAL  CONTROL  of  U.S.  com- 
bat  forces  is  assigned  to  the  nation’s  uni¬ 
fied  combat  commands.  The  chain  of  com¬ 
mand  runs  from  the  president  to  the  secretary  of 
defense  to  the  unified  commanders  in  chief.  Or¬ 
ders  and  other  communications  from  the  presi¬ 
dent  or  secretary  are  transmitted  through  the 
chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff.  A  unified 
combatant  command  is  composed  of  forces  from 
two  or  more  services,  has  a  broad  and  continuing 
mission  and  is  normally  organized  on  a  geo¬ 
graphical  basis.  The  number  of  unified  combat¬ 
ant  commands  is  not  fixed  by  law  or  regulation 
and  may  vary  from  time  to  time.

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THE  READY  RESERVE  is  the  major  source  of  manpower  augmentation  for  the  ac¬ 
tive  force.  It  includes  Selected  Reserve  units,  pretrained  individual  reservists 
and  a  training  pipeline.  Selected  Reserve  units  are  organized,  equipped  and  trained 
to  perform  a  wartime  mission.  Members  of  Selected  Reserve  units  train  throughout  the 
year  and  participate  annually  in  active  duty  training.  Pretrained  individual  reservists 
include  individual  mobilization  augmentees,  members  of  the  Inactive  National  Guard 
and  individual  ready  reservists.  The  Individual  Ready  Reserve  generally  consists  of 
people  who  have  served  recently  in  the  active  forces  or  Selected  Reserve  and  have  some 
period  of  obligated  service  remaining  on  their  contract.

Keeping  American  service  members  ready  to  fight  is  the  primary  mission 
of  military  medical  professionals.  In  addition,  however,  DoD  provides 
medical  care  to  millions  of  beneficiaries  around  the  world. 

The  department  operates  116  hospitals  and  about  500  clinics  in  its  health 
care  system.  The  DoD  medical  budget  is  more  than  $9.8  billion  in  fiscal  1996. 

A  major  DoD  health  care  effort  is  establishing  the  TRICARE  military  health 
care  plan  worldwide.  Officials  expect  TRICARE  to  be  totally  in  place  by  the 
end  of  fiscal  1997. 

Medical  personnel  are  also  called  on  to  support  military  deployments 
around  the  world.  Medical  personnel  provided  care  for  more  than  50,000  Hai¬ 
tian  and  Cuban  migrants  at  Guantanamo  Naval  Base,  Cuba.  They  deployed  to 
support  American  service  members  in  Haiti.  Medical  professionals  from  all 
services  supported  the  U.  N.  peacekeeping  force  in  Zagreb,  Croatia,  since  1993. 
There  has  been  a  major  health  care  effort  to  support  Americans  deployed  to 
Bosnia  as  part  of  Operation  Joint  Endeavor.

AS  THE  END  of  the  Cold  War  neared,  the  Defense  Department  began  planning 
to  become  smaller.  The  secretary  of  defense’s  Commission  on  Base  Realign 
ments  and  Closures  met  in  1988  and  developed  a  list  of  recommended  clo¬ 
sures  which,  by  statute,  the  president  and  Congress  could  not  change,  but  only 
approve  or  disapprove. 

Congress  passed  the  Defense  Base  Closure  and  Realignment  Act  of  1990,  which 
continued  the  independent  commission  but  made  its  role  one  of  review.  Under  the 
act,  the  secretary  could  submit  closure  recommendations  for  review  in  1991,  1993, 
and  1995;  as  before,  the  president  and  Congress  could  approve  or  disapprove  the 
commission’s  recommendations,  but  not  modify  them. 

When  the  four  commissions’  recommendations  are  fully  implemented,  DoD  will 
have  closed  97  major  domestic  installations  and  expects  annual  recurring  savings 
of  about  $6  billion.

HRHE  NATIONAL  SECURITY  ACT  of  1947  created  the  National 
S  Military  Establishment,  which  came  into  being  Sept.  18,  1947. 
-ft  The  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  were  Cabinet-level  executive  de¬ 
partments,  with  the  secretary  of  defense  functioning  primarily  as  a 
coordinator.  In  1949,  amendments  to  the  National  Security  Act  es¬ 
tablished  the  secretary  of  defense  as  principal  assistant  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  on  defense  matters  and  changed  the  name  of  the  National  Mili¬ 
tary  Establishment  to  the  Department  of  Defense.  The  amendments 
also  made  the  military  departments  subordinate  to  the  Department 
of  Defense  and  provided  for  uniform  budgetary  and  fiscal  procedures. 

Under  the  Goldwater-Nichols  Department  of  Defense  Reorgani¬ 
zation  Act  of  1986,  the  chain  of  command  runs  from  the  president  to 
the  secretary  of  defense  to  the  unified  commanders  in  chief.  Orders 
and  other  communications  from  the  president  or  secretary  are  trans¬ 
mitted  through  the  chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff.

18.  OTHER  TRAINING  ORGANIZATIONS  OF  THE  ARMY, 

MARINE  CORPS,  NAVY,  AIR  FORCE  AND  COAST  GUARD, 

IN  THAT  ORDER,  RESPECTIVELY. 


When  the  Coast  Guard  operates  as  part  of 
the  Navy,  the  cadets  of  the  Coast  Guard 
Academy,  the  Coast  Guard  and  the  Coast 
Guard  Reserve  take  respective  precedence 
after  Naval  Academy  midshipmen,  the  Navy 
and  Naval  Reserve.
